will add a little calcium phosphate 
to th eir body mix and obtain a 50 
p ercent reduction in d uty—which 
will m ean that about th© only limi­ 
tation th ere will be on th e quantity 
they can sell in th is country, will 
be the capacity of th eir factories. 
O ur rep resen tativ es w arned the 
B ritish im porters a t the tim e of the 
hearing, th a t they probably would 
lie the first ones to su ffer from a 
reduction in the tariff on this class 
of china, as the factories in Japan 
m aking th e finer g rad es of china 
already had starte d th e m anufac­ 
ture of bone china th a t w as equal 
in quality to the E nglish product.

If H itler were to try 
to strike at France through these 
countries he would bring nearly a 
million sturdy Dutch and Belgian 
soldiers on his neck In addition to 
the French and British forces the 
Nazis already have to fight, while 
as long as Turkey and Rumania 
hang together with the support of 
Italy and Allied forces In the back­ 
ground, a Balkan adventure might 
well prove more risky than attrac­ 
tive. 
If the small European nations 
stick to their determ ination to stay 
out of war. the cooperation already 
springing up among them seems 
likely to Increase. 
In time they may learn that it is 
better for them to hang together 
than to hang separately, 
lf they 
ever find out how to do this and 
use their great collective military 
row er in loyal 
cooperation, the 
United States of Europe will be 
Just around the corner.

Audience Also Hunted 
The hunt is not only for the 
transm itter, however, but for Its 
audience as well. 
Short-wave sets, ’ 
possession of which now constitutes 
a criminal offense in Germany, are 
hidden carefully. 
Sets are consid­ 
ered fairly safe, for example, con­ 
cealed 
on 
bookshelves,

•Mein Kampf" and other Nazi w rit­ 
ings. yet many listeners have been 
arrested, and to reduce the danger 
a new technique has been devel­ 
oped.

W ithdrawal of savings from banks 
so increased after this broadcast 
that a governm ent decree three 
days later limited withdrawals to 
30 marks daily. 
Reports on strikes and acts of 
sabotage constitute one of the sta­ 
tion's must im portant features.

R iver tonnage for December on 
the river In the Pittsburgh district 
.exdeeded the previous December 
high in 1936 by 70,507 tons, accord­ 
ing to reports released today by 
th e United States engineers at 
Pittsburgh. 
Total tonnage on the Ohio for 
the m onth was 1,442,800, according 
to th© report. 
A new record ton­ 
nage of 2,658,200 was shipped on 
th e Monongahela river, which was 
57,543 tons above the previous high 
established In December, 1936. 
The December figure on the Ohio

the

figure by 368,200 tons and fell

of

A ugust, 1936, by 18,523 tons. 
The 
N ovem ber total was 1,462,800. 
The high figure >n the Mononga­ 
hela was 163,900 above the Novem­ 
ber tonnage and was 30,611 tons 
sh o rt of the all-time high in March, 
1987. The December, 1938, tonnage 
■was 1,797,500. 
On the Allegheny river, however, 
only 214,000 tons were shipped, as 
com pared with 303,100 in the pre­ 
vious month and the high record 
of 444,358 in October, 1937. 
The 
high December tonnage was 270,835 
In 1923. 
Coal led the list on the Ohio in 
December, with 963,900 tons. Steel 
products were second, with 220,400. 
O ther tonnages were: Coke, 69,100;

Tricks Of Magic Help 
Housewife Save Time

T he first hint is for re liv in g 
Ink stains on handkerchiefs. First 
rub the stains with tom ato halves, 
then wash In the usual way. 
To keep plants alive when away 
from home. put bricks In a Urge 
basin or bath. Fill with water, not 
quite covering the bricks, and stand 
th© plants on them. The bricks 
coak up the water and moisten the 
bottom of the pots without their 
standing in water, and so supply 
enough moisture to allow the plant 
to exist. 
Preserving Cut Flowers 
A reader says that she can keep 
cut flowers far beyond the usual 
time. At night she takes the follow­ 
er* out of water and lays them 
on the stone floor of a porch, cov­ 
ered w ith an old thin blanket that 
h as been dampened. She says that 
thtf flowers, in the morning, seem 
refreshed, as if they had taken a 
sleep. 
Finger-nails seem to be respon­ 
sible for as much dam age to silk 
stockings as anything else. A good 
idea, when washing hose, is to don 
those thin rubber household gloves, 
so the nails are well under cover.

w ater. She says It prevents water 
spots from showing. 
W hich reminds us that salt is a 
noble household helper. Salt can 
be used to remove soot from car­ 
pets. to stiffen the bristles of hair 
brushes or the seats of cane chairs. 
Removing Fruit Stains 
To remove fruit stains from the 
hands, rub them in salt which has 
been moistened In vinegar. Crushed 
eggshells plus vinegar are excel­ 
lent. for cleaning stained or cloud­ 
ed glass. Then polish with a clean 
chamois.

The land taken for 
the factories included 71 family cemeteries, containing some 408 graves. 
These graves all had to be moved elsewhere. Few things distress a 
Chinese more than disturbing the ♦ ......... - ............................. - ■" 
graves of his ancestors, 
So a “certain sum of money” 
was 
provided 
for 
each 
grave 
moved. Just what this sum amounts 
to bas not been published. Nor has 
the amount paid for the land been 
made known. 
Mr. Hayashi called a meeting of 
his association 
and 
the dispos­ 
sessed farm ers in a nearby temple. 
Everyone was “sincerely sorry’’. 
The Japanese industrialists were 
sorry to take farm s and to disturb 
sleeping ancestors. 
The 
farmers 
were sorry to see their ancestors 
disturbed and to lose their farms. 
According to the Japanese press, 
Mr. Hayashi rose and spoke as 
follows: 
“Today 
I. 
Hayashi, 
pay 
the 
greatest respect to the souls of 
those whose tombs are removed. 
It's a pity that after resting here 
for so many years you have to 
move away. But I hope your new 
homes will be perm anent oues. 
And. although 
your 
graves 
are 
new, your coffins are the same— 
that is something. 
“ Meanwhile, this area has been 
fixed as a new industrial tone; 
notbiug will change that. Things! 
being what they are, the living 
must be happy and the departed 
must be content. 
“ With tears. Hayashi.” 
Then Mr Hayashi said that al­ 
though the farm ers could no long­ 
er make their living at farming, 
they could all get jobs in the new 
factories, which include such en­ 
terprises as niaushu flour. Taishin 
paper, nods sauce, nippon wool, 
nippon beer, nippon drugs, nikka 
flour and nippou iron. • 
None of the factories are Chin­ 
ese. 
These 
factories 
should' have 
been built last year, said Mr. Hay­ 
ashi. but unfortunately there were 
uo building m aterials available. 
Mr. Hayashi was sorry, hut he 
promised they would be built by 
next year.

But I cannot believe that it Is

unity only on the low' level of eva­ 
sion and abdication in tho face of 
momentous questions. 
I (lo riot til iii k we are pleased 
with ourselves wheu we reduce 
m atters that involve the greatest 
things to tactical maneuvers in an 
election, utid that when we look 
hack we shall not be very proud 
of ourselves to confess that

the world as it was in 1940, the

When Puzzled By Silence

the Interplay of conflicting forces 
which led to the veto of the Ohio 
social 
security 
refund. 
Not 
the 
least among them is the crack at 
the prestige of Paul V. McNutt. 
The 
feelings 
between 
McNutt 
and the officials who head some of 
the security agencies which he was 
supposed to bind together Into a 
tight unit never have been very 
friendly. The members of the so­ 
cial security board were the last 
to flit-In last summer to pay their 
respects to McNutt after his ap­ 
pointment as administrator. 
Correspondence Order Given 
They wondered what he would 
do. His first sheet of instructions, 
entitled “agency order No. I", gave 
a slight inkling. It told how to 
prepare correspondence, and what 
correspondence to prepare, for his 
signature. One section of the order 
said that communications to the 
President, the vice president and 
the speaker should pass through 
his office. This cut off the officials 
of subordinate units from direct 
contact 
with 
congress 
and 
the 
White House. 
Later came the bill by Rep. Jen­ 
kins. a hard-working Ohio Repub­ 
lican, to pay bis state about SI- 
250.000 which the social security 
board had withheld on the ground 
that administration of the Ohio 
grants under Democratic Gov. Mar­ 
tin L. Davey in 1938 had not been 
wholly within the bounds of the 
social security act. 
First Opposed Bill 
Jenkins, 
who 
has 
been 
men­ 
tioned as a possible senate con 
tender In 
Ohio. 
talked 
his 
bill 
through a preponderantly Demo­ 
cratic house last summer. It was 
caught in the senate by adjourn­ 
ment. In October. McNutt Issued a 
statement opposing the bill, thus 
putting himself on the same side 
with the social security board. 
Rut Jenkins paid him a visit 
and an amendment was worked 
out by McNutt's attorneys which 
met 
bis objections, 
though 
not 
those of the aortal security board. 
Backed by the McNutt Indorse- 
men*, the bill went through the 
senate and recently was sent to 
the Whit© House. 
Somewhat puzzled by the silence 
of the social security board and Its 
apparent reversal of position. Pres­ 


ident Roosevelt summoned Chair- 
man Arthur Altmeyer. a Wiscon­ 
sin protege of the LaFolIettes. He 
took along the board files in the 
Ohio case. 
•Promises Weren’t Kept’ 
These files, including the rec­ 
ords of the board’s inquiry, said, 
among other things: 
“There was serious maladminis­ 
tration and political manipulation. 
The board received promises to 
correct the serious defects, but 
these promises never were carried 
out. Investigation revealed a sltua- 
tion so bad it was necessary to 
schedule a hearing. The governor 
ordered state officials not to at­ 
tend. 
“The record discloses not only 
Inefficient administration but also 
political manipulation and exploi­ 
tation of the old age assistance 
beneficiaries which continued over 
a considerable length of time in 
spite of the protests and warnings 
of the social security board. 
Directed Flat Increase 
“In August, 1938. (the governor) 
directed that a flat increase of HO 
a month in grants be made with­ 
out regard to the individual cir­ 
cumstances of recipients and copies 
of certificate# of aid were sent to 
each one of the 90.000 recipients 
with 
a 
typewritten 
notation 
in 
red. ‘increased by ordef of Gov. 
Davey.’ In October of that year he 
sent out two letters to recipients. 
Part of one letter read as follows: 
“ ‘Some time ago I wrote you as 
governor of Ohio. Now I ain writ­ 
ing you as a candidate for reelec­ 
tion. Would you be willing to ask 
IO or 15 of your relatives and 
friends to vote for me Nov. 3? It Is

my sincere purpose to protect your 
interest and to see that you con­ 
tinue to receive a proper amount 
each month.” * 
The record related that there 
was another increase In grants; 
that old age records were turned 
over to the governor’* office early 
in the 1938 campaign; that visits 
to recipients were paid by state 
officials. The board held its hear­ 
ing and cut off payments for Oc­ 
tober. 
With the record spread before 
him. 
President 
Roosevelt 
asked 
Altmeyer to draft a veto message 
for the bill which McNutt, as Alt- 
meyer’s 
superior, 
bad 
approved. 
Altmeyer did. The budget bureau 
rewrote his draft. The President 
signed It. The house sustained the 
veto. 
And 
now 
there are 
chuckles 
around the social security board. 
Jenkins, who as a Republican had 
no part of the Davey administra­ 
tion but like most other represen­ 
tatives simply was trying to get 
something 
for 
his state, 
thinks 
somebody gave hint a run-around. 
McNutt had nothing to do with 
the Davey administration either. 
He Just went one way while the 
social security board was going 
the 
other. 
He 
la 
keeping 
his 
thoughts to himself. His comment 
was: 
“I don’t think I d better say any­ 
thing.’’
